Four Nations Close 
Embassies in Saigon

SAIGON. April 24 INYTL— An 
estimated 5.000 Vietnamese left 
Saigon for Guam today aboard 
U.S. Air Force jet transports as 
the evacuation of Americans and 
Vietnamese continued to speed 
up in the face of an expected 
communist, take-over. 

Only limited advances by the 
Communists along Saigon's shrink- 
ing defense perimeter were re- 
ported today, but fear about the 
city's future intensified. 

Pan American World Airways 
closed Its office in Saigon and 
discontinued its twice - weekly 
flights to the United States. Most 
of the other airlines that service 
Saigon have either already stop- 
ped flying here ex- are about to. 

Four embassies closed their 
doors today and evacuated most 
of their personnel. The British. 
West German, Dutch and 
Thai diplomats spent the mom- 
. ing burning official papers and 
clearing out tbe last of fehclr be- 
longings. 

About 100 Britons were to leave 
for Singapore tonight aboard an 
RAF C-130 transport. 

Some Staying 

Only the French and Belgians, 
who both have full diplomatic 
relations with Hanoi, have indi- 
cated they intend to stay Indef- 
initely. The French have re- 
portedly been active both here 
and in Pails In trying to arrange 
talks between the Communists 
and the government. 

There are about 1A00 Amer- 
icans left in Vietnam now, a U-S. 
Bmbassy spokesman said today. 
There were about 7.500 here at 
the end of March, before Saigon 
came under serious threat. 

E m ba ssy officials said they 
hoped to get the number of Amer- 
icans down to 500 by the week- 
end. That is considered a suffi- 
ciently low number to allow a 
speedy evacuation by helicopter 
if necessary. 

According to embassy officials. 
5400 persons, almost all Viet- 
namese. were evacuated yesterday 
from .Tan Son '’hut Air Base by 
U.S. Air Ftarce planes beaded for 
Guam. An equal number were 
said to hare been taken out to- 
day, most of them aboard C-141 
transports that took off every 
half hour most of the day and 
night. 

Some of the Vietnamese were 
wives or children of Americans, 
but many were employees of the 
defense attache's office or toe 
embassy who fear reprisal from 
the Communists for their associa- 
tion with toe Americans. 

Evacuees Arrive in Guam 

AGANA, Guam, April 24 CAP). 
— The shuttle of military and 
commercial jetliners continued 
today, bringing thousands of 
Vietnamese evacuees to this tL5. 
territory. 

The evacuees, some with chil- 
dren in their arms, came in on 
jets arriving at Anderson Air 
Force Base at a rate of one 
about every 30 minutes.

EEC Commission to Extend 
‘Consumers Bill of Rights’ 


Guaranteeing Their Existence 

Israelis Unmoved by Soviet Pledge 


BRUSSELS. April 24 ' AP 
Often criticized as favoring busi- 
nessmen and neglecting the 
ordinary man and woman, the 
European Economic Community 
is trying to turn over a new 
leaf with the help of a five- 
point "consumer's bill of rights." 

It would guarantee to the con- 
sumer: 

• Protection of his health and 
safety. 

• Protection of his economic 
interests. 

• The right to sue for damages. 

• Information and education 
on consumer subjects. 

• Representation on groups 
that help make economic policies. 

These guarantees are now ef- 
fective, at least theoretically, 
throughout the nine member 
countries: Prance. "West Ger- 

many. Britain. Italy. Belgium, 
the Netherlands. Ireland. Den- 
mark and Luxembourg. 

EEC executives say they have 
already done quite a lot for the 
consumer. For example, a di- 
rective binds member countries 
to ban a series of dangerous 
product? from cosmetics 

Rules on Cosmetics 
Recently the European Com- 
mission proposed setting up a list 
of permissible ingredients to 
guide cosmetics manufacturers. 
Though this would help business- 
men, officials pointed out that 
consumers will also benefit if all 
nine member countries agree to 
a list. In the bargaining to get 
agreement among tbe Nine, some 
doubtful products would prob- 
ably be cut off if some govern- 
ments think they are harmful 
— even though other governments 
have tolerated them so far. 

The commission has promised 
that it will draw up proposals 
this year for directives that 
would: 

• Regulate door-to-door sales- 
men. 

• Sk up rules for labeling food 
and other products, including 
tiie dating of perishables and 
the unit prices of prevrrapped 
goods, so that the housewife can 
Mi at a glance not only when 
2 .i 0 prams of coffee— for exam- 
ple— was packed but also what 
she is paying per kilo. 

• Harmonize rules for con- 
sumer credit and installment 


In their unanimous resolution, 
the nine governments pointed 
out that the idea of a consumer 
policy is relatively new in Eu- 
rope. 

"It has developed." they said, 
"in response to the abuses and 
frustrations arising at times from 
the increased abundance and 
complexity of goods and services 
offered the consumer by on 
ever-widening market." 

They set down as their first 
principle: 

“Goods and services offered to 
consumers must be such that 
under normal or foreseeable con- 
ditions of use. they present- no 
risk to the nealth or safety of 
consumers. 

"There should be quick and 
simple procedures for withdraw- 
ing them from the market in the 
event of their presenting such 
risks." 

They set up a series of 
priorities for action, headed by 
foods. C'-imestics. detergents, 
utensils, consumer durable goods, 
cars, textiles and toys. They 
called for protection against one- 
sided contracts that unfairly 
deprive the consumer of essential 
rights, against demands that 
goods be paid for that tbe con- 
sumer has never ordered and 
against high-pressure sales meth- 
ods in general. 

Valid Advertising 
“No form of advertising— visual 
or aural — should mislead the 
potential buyer." the resolution 
said. “An advertiser in any 
medium should be able to jus- 
tify. by appropriate means, the 
validity of any claim he makes. 

"All information provided on 
labels at the point of sale or in 
advertisements must be accurate.” 
It added that the EEC has al- 
ready helped consumers by: 

• Easing the flow of goods 
across national boundaries, thus 
providing a broader and mare 
regular supply of products. 

• Enforcing anti-trust rules to 
break down- price-fixing and 
other monopoly practices. 

• Harmonizing laws on a wide 
variety of products, including 
food dyes and preservatives, ad- 
ditives to cattle feeds, patent 
medicines, detergents, crystal 
glass, weighing machines, elec- 
trical equipment and automobiles.

Geneva Sea Law Conference 
Bogs Down; Stalemate Feared 


GENEVA. April 24 < Reuters 
The United Nations' Law of the 
Sea Conference seems bogged 
down at the moment and dele- 
gates are warning of a stalemate 
unless more progress is made. 

After five weeks of intense 
private discussions in Geneva, 
delegates held their first ex- 
tensive public debate last week- 
end. assessing their work to date. 
The near-unanimous verdict was 
that things are not going well. 

Only three weeks of the Ge- 
neva phase of the conference are 
left. Delegates from about 140 
nations, who are attending what 
is one of the largest plenipoten- 
tiary conferences ever held, have 
not even been able to agree on 
the timing of the next session or 
on the precise negotiating pro- 
cess- to be followed here. 

A 10-week phase of the con- 
ference was held in Caracas last 
year aud the delegates eventually 
will return to Venezuela to sign 
a treaty. 

Vast Implications 

The political and economic im- 
plications of this conference are 
vast. Delegates had hoped that 
by the end of the Geneva phase, 
they would have reached agree- 
ment on Important elements of 
a package deal which would form 
a comprehensive treaty governing 
the use. exploitation and explora- 
tion of the world's oceans, which 
form 71 per cent of the earth's 
surface. 

The conference president. Shir- 
ley Amerasinghe of Sri Lanka, 
has urged delegates to step up 

Arab Panel Acts 
In River Dispute 

CAIRO. April 24 (UPI 1 -— The 
Arab League Council has unani- 
mously approved ft resolution 
culling for the formation of a 
technical committee to resolve 
the Euphrates River dispute be- 
tween Syria and Iraq. 

The nine-nation committee, in- 
cluding delegates from the two 
rival countries, will be formed 
-nt the highest level" and meet 
Saturday at the league’s head- 
quarters here. 

Iraq has charged that Syria 
is withholding the Euphrates 
River water it needs for Irriga- 
tion. 
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the negotiating momentum, “so 
that we can leave here with 
something" other than our per- 
sonal effects and our memories.'' 

Mr. Amerasinghe has proposed 
that the chairmen of the three 
principal committees each pre- 
pare a single negotiating text 
covering all items before their 
committee, to be used as a basis 
for bargaining. 

Joint Ventures 

In an evaluation of progress, he

UN Secretary-General Kurt 
■Waldheim's special envoy to the 
talks. Bernardo Zuleta. has also 
reported general agreement 
among delegates that territorial 
seas and economic zones should 
measure 12 and 200 nautical miles 
respectively, from the shorelines 
of coastal states. 

But the committee that has 
been assigned 15 of the 24 items 
before the conference, and which 
is handling general aspects or 
sea law. has reached accord on 
no major issue, Mr. Amerasinghe 
said. 

Delegates have warned that if 
insufficient progress Is made at 
Geneva, the danger of unilateral 
action by some states will be con- 
siderably Increased. 

Warning by Cousteau 

GENEVA, April 24 rupn.— ' The 
world's oceans will be dead in 
50 years unless something is done 
about pollution and over-fishing, 
undersea explorer Jacques Cous- 
teau said today. 

There has been a reduction of 
30 to 50 per eeut in ocean life in 
the past 25 years, he said. Off- 
shore oiL he said, will be ex- 
hausted in 25 years. 

Air. Cousteau said 72 million 
tons of fish are being caught an- 
nually. which represents "vast 
over-fishing." The tolerable rate 
would be 35 to 40 million tons, he 
said. 

He called on the UN Law of the 
Sea Conference to set up an in- 
ternational authority to control 
exploitation of ocean resources 
and share them between all na- 
tions. 


NEW DELHI, April 24 iAPL— 
Buoyed by the initial success of 
its first satellite, India plans to 
orbit another spacecraft with the 
help of the Soviet Union In about 
two years, tbe head of the In- 
dian space agency announced 
today. 

Prof. Saiish Dhawan said that 
scientists have already built the 
second satellite, which was de- 
signed as a standby for the first 
800-pound instrument launched 
by the Soviet Union Saturday. 

But he said. "It will take a 
couple of years" to modify the 
second satellite to enable it to 
carry out new experiments deal- 
ing with the survey of the earth's 
resources, a project he described 
as beneficial to India's national 
development. 

The first satellite's experiments 
dealt only with studies of the 
earth’s outer atmosphere and 
radiation from the sun and ce- 
lestial bodies. 

Prof. Dhawan. who received his 
doctorate degree from the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology in 
1951. spoke to newsmen after re- 
turning from Moscow, where he 
watched the launching of the 
first satellite, now circling the 
earth every 96.41 minutes. 

Prof. Dhawan said that the 
Soviet Union would launch' In- 
dia's second satellite with the 
backup rocket it had built for 
use in orbiting the first space- 
craft if the primary rocket had 
failed. _ 

The scientist said again that 
India hoped to launch Its- own 
satellites by 1978. when its first 
launcher vehicle is due to be 
ready. He said that India has 
no plans to send men into space. 

“We are planning to use space 
science and technology for na- 
tional development." he sald. 
■'Tliis satellite is a first step, but 
an extremely Important first step. 

"We have just made a begin- 
ning. Our program will remain 
for a long time to come very 
modest compared to others," he 
added.

Of Some Papuans to New Money 

PORI MORESBY. New Guinea. April 24 fDFIV— Some 
Papua natives shun New Guinea's new money because there are 
no human faces on any of the coins and notes, according to 
government officials. 

According to native tradition, money that does not carry 
the face of a leader or ancestor has no “power." 

Government officers have gone to the coastal community 
of Saidor to organize a currency education campaign. 

The new coins and notes, gradually being substituted for 
Australian money as the South Pacific territory moves toward 
independence, are the first circulated in Papua-New Guinea 
that do not carry human portraits. 

Although Papua-New Guinea is expected to seek member- 
ship in the British Commonwealth, the new coins show the 
country's national crest instead of a portrait of Queen Elizabeth 
H. The reverse side shows fish and birds. 

The new bank notes have designs of art objects and things 
that served as Items of exchange in the territory's tribal 
society.

acknowledged, greatness for com- 
posers— and for writers, painters 
and sculptors, too — is that one's 
centenary Is certain to find zeal- 
ous celebrants combing the ar- 
chives in search of less familiar, 
preferably utterly unknown, 
works. 

It may be doubted that Mau- 
rice Ravel, if his spirit was in 
attendance at last night's Ravel 
centenary concert in Queen Eliza- 
beth Hall, would have been re- 
minded happily of the two can- 
tatas, “Myrrha" and “Alcyone," 
that he submitted — unsuccess- 
fully — for the Prix de Rome in 
1901 and 1902. Nor would tbe 
orchestrations he made of ex- 
cerpts from Schumann' s “Carni- 
val” for Nijinsky in 1914 have 
brightened his evening, well per- 
formed as everything was by 
Eliane Lublin. Richard Lewis 
and the New PhDhannonla Or- 
chestra under Marius Constant. 

But the concert, given in the 
framework of the current En- 
glish Bach Festival (which needs 
urgently to be renamed), was not 
without its instructive rewards. 

It began with the “Ouverture de 
Ffierie" from an uncompleted 
opera “Sh£h£razade” (not to 
be confused with the fine song 
cycle of the same title), dating 
from 1898. an earlier work, in 
other words, than the two pretty 
dreadful cantatas. It is ill made 
and overlong, but the very first 
measures offer a striking fore- 
cast of “Daphnis et Chlofi" 0909- 
11». This was unmistakably 
Ravel 

It left one wondering about the 
cantatas and the public scandal 


that attended Ravel’s failure 
even to qualify for the competi- 
tion in 1905, leading to the res- 
ignation of Theodore Dubois as 
director of the Conservatoire. 
Ravel was already an established 
composer. The “Pavane" dates 
from 1899, tbe “Jeux d’Kau" from 
1 901 and the “S on atine" from 
1908. The overture shows him. 
already writing vividly charac- 
teristic music as early as 1898. 
Of this Individuality there is. in 
the two 25-minute cantatas, hard- 
ly a trace. 

The subjects were, of course, 
assigned, and they were dull, 
classical stuff. It is easy to 
imagine Ravel's distaste lor the 
task the must have wished 
ardently to go to Rome), and It Is 
tempting to guess that be wrote 
with an ear to the presumed 
tastes and prejudices of the vil- 
lainous jury. What the jury got 
was expertly warmed-over Mas- 
senet and, with the exception of 
a richly scored orchestral inter- 
lude in “Alcyone." no Ravel. 

One was left cheering the vil- 
lain until, at the close of the 
concert, the marvelous “Rhapso- 
dic Espagnole" Cl907i left us all 
cheering the centenarian hero.

Mormets View of Europe 


There i* a common human tendency to 
Pegard great politicaJ successes, m retrospect, 
as Inevitable. The European Common Mar- 
ket Ls an example. As the years go by it 
becomes progressively harder to imagine 
Europe ■without the community — and easier 
to make the error of assuming, consequently, 
that no other Europe was possible. But the 
extraordinary force of the European move- 
ment. in those early days, owed a great deal 
to a rather smaJi number of courageous and 
rigorous men. The most eminent of them. 
Jean Mon net. has announced in Paris the 
decision to dissolve the Action Committee for 
the United States of Europe after 20 years 
of labor. 

It is a moment for reflection that, there 
was never anything inevitable about the first 
stages of European unification after World 
War n. jusr as there is nothing inevitable 
how about its future stages. Even as they 
stood amidst the wreckage, the European 
nations in the early postwar years were by 
no means wholeheartedly inclined to make 
common cause. At that point, the European 
movement owed everything to the people 
who were able to give practical substance to 
the old idealism. Mr. Monnet and his asso- 
ciates devised an ingenious preliminary 
proposal. They suggested joining only a 
limited part of each nation's economy in a 
first attempt at a community — bur it was a 
part that, would give each government a cer- 
tain check on its neighbors’ capacity to make 
war. That was the origin of the European 
Coal and Steel Community in 1950. Oniy on 
the basis oi this first experiment was the 
Common Market it sell established eight 
years later. 

Mr. Monnet was clearly right on Tuesday 
when he obserred that this union has been, 
for Europeans, “the major achievement of 
our era." Since then the wealth of Western 
Europe hai nearly tripled, and irs people 
have been the beneficiaries of the most 
remarkable surge of sustained economic 
growth in their history. The next goal was 
fixed some time ago as monetary union— a 
stage that implies, at ie&st for economic 
affairs, a strong centra! executive power. But 
progress toward monetary union has been, in 
recent years, zero. 

The question of Europe now is whether it 
wants to take unification further, toward a 
genuinely federal system, of government. As 
Mr. Monnet was announcing the end of his 
fiction committee, his old colleague. Robert 
Maaftclfc, was simultaneously offering a 


decidedly gloomy view of future prospects. 
Mr. MarjoiLn was speaking for a commission 
established by the Common Market to review 
current progress. "Europe is no nearer to 
economic and monetary union than in 1969. 
lie said, and added that in fact it might be 
slipping farther away. But. again on the 
same day aud also in Paris. President Walter 
Scheel of West Germany said, on a state visit, 
that the European Economic Community now 
needs an unambiguous constitution to give 
a foundation to Joint economic, foreign and 
derense policies. Evidently the European 
debate is still far from over 
The development of the community’s 
institutions has been frozen, for the past, 
couple of years, by two quite different kinds 
ot complications. The sudden increase in 
oil prices gravely disrupted ail the countries' 
trade and generated a powerful temptation 
to put off serious decisions until its conse- 
quences were better understood. At the 
same time, the British indecision over mem- 
bership has made it extremely difficult to 
resolve even the most minor questions on 
the Common Market's agenda. Now that the 
British government has taken the unprece- 
dented step of scheduling a popular referen- 
dum on membership, it has become impos- 
sible lor its partners to do anything at all 
that might cost the British government votes 
when its people go to the polls in early June. 

A Judgment on the European Economic 
Community depends on perspective. Viewed 
from the year 1950. it is a triumph surpass- 
ing imagination, a cornucopia of benefits for 
the 255 million people of the nine member 
countries. And to a very considerable degree, 
it. is Jean Mon net's triumph, for no one 
brought more dedication, intelligence, vision 
and energy than he did to the task of 
fashioning ■'Europe." Viewed from the spring 
of 1975. the community is stuck in indecision 
at an intermediate stage, never having ap- 
proached the federal unity that its original 
authors hoped. As for Mr. Monnet. he says 
that he now wants "some time for reflection 
and rest, and I am In the process of writing 
a book which hopefully will help explain 
what we have achieved." He does not wish 
to see his generation's ideals, pursued at 
considerable risk and still only half-fulfilled, 
taken for granted and neglected by its suc- 
cessors. Whether they will be may depend 
in large measure on whether there can be 
found in succeeding generations men of the 
quality and character of Jean Monnet.

Portugal's Election 


A year after the military revolt that ended 
& half century of right-wing dictatorship. 
Portugal goes io the polls today to determine 
whether a chance still exists to move toward, 
democracy and avoid a dictatorship of the 
left. 

The Communist -backed military radicals 
who dominate the Lisbon regime have 
repudiated their pledge to return to the 
barracks after the election of a constituent 
assembly and to permit a civilian govern- 
ment. They have forced the main political 
parties beforehand to accept the detailed 
outline of a constitution that will "institu- 
tionalize" military rule and extend it for at 
l»a5t four more years. 

But the election itself has not been called 
off — as evidently desired by the Communists, 
who fear exposure of their limited support— 
nor does it seem to have been substantially 
rigged in advance, despite appointment of a 
pro -Communist minister of the interior, the 
banning of the Christian Democrats and the 
Increase In leftist violence and intimidation. 

If the polling is relatively peaceful today 
and the ballots are fairly counted, the 
moderate parties may be able to demonstrate 
that they have the majority of the country 
with them. Their legitimacy, which now 
derives from the military, will have a new 
popular base. And moderates in the armed 
forces may take heart and slow the recent 
trend toward a Communist - controlled 


“people's democracy" on the East European 
pattern. At least, that is the hope. 

The constituent assembly itself will have 
little function, except to fill in the details 
of the constitution already drafted by the 
military, and to prepare the way for the 
election within the next year of a president 
and a parliament — which will operate under 
the control of the military "High Council of 
the Revolution.” 

Nevertheless, the meetings and debates of 
the constituent assembly could provide a 
new forum for the enlightenment of public 
opinion. As the country's only popularly- 
elected body, its views will not be easily 
Ignored by the radical leadership of the 
Armed Forces Movement, despite recent 
statements that the conservatism of the 
country and the officers corps as a wfcoie 
will not be permitted to halt the drive toward 
socialism. 

The Communists and their military allies 
already have seized many of the levers of 
power In the news media, the student orga- 
nizations. the trade unions, the government 
ministries and the Armed Forces Movement 
itself. But with several hundred foreign 
journalists on hand, the world will be watch- 
ing whether the Portuguese people now are 
to be allowed to vote freely in today’s 
election.

TTEHRAN.— The world is lull of 
leaders wiio made it to the 
top by beading movements ni 
national insurgency.

But Barzani is under heavy 
guard. He has not given an in- 
terview since a bitter press con- 
ference- last month, in which he 
denounced the accord between 
Iran and Iraq. I was able to 
see him only after a personal 
request to the Shah. 1 was ac- 
companied by an official of the 
Iranian Foreign Ministry who

ABU DHABI, April 24 (AP-DJ).— Realization 
that profits from crude reserves can sink, as well 
as soar has spurred this sheikhdom's planners 
into mapping an economy drive. 

"Our oil was overpriced," concedes Adnar 
Fachacbi, the personal representative of Sheikh 
Zaid, Abu Dhabi’s ruler and president of the 
United Arab Emirates. Mr. Pachad also serves 
on the Abu Dhabi council of ministers and on 
the board of National Oil Co. 

The fact that discussions about possible econ- 
omies are under way signals that a few economic 
truths are sinking home. Moreover, there are 
scattered indications that other oil-producing 
nations are experiencing financial squeezes 
despite their riches. Lower ail production has 
pared their revenue below earlier forecasts, while 
most of their big spending programs roll on with 
an inexorable momentum. 

The emergence of such financial problems has 
come as an unpleasant surprise to the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries. The 
OPEC theory of a world scrambling for oil is 
well known. 

Like many theories, this one has some truth 
up to a point. But Abu Dhabi has passed that 
point; It had been pressing its advantage so 
bard that the oil companies were pouring money 
into government coffers far more slowly than 
when they had been pampered. Abu Dhabi's 
fellow producers in OPEC itself granted permis- 
sion last month for the price concessions the 
companies sought. 

* Relying upon the lead of other OP EC members. 
Abu Dhabi had quadrupled Its oil prices within 
the past 18 months. Then it also applied price 
premiums because its petroleum has a low sulfur 
content — a boon in a pollution -conscious world. 

But' as a world glut of cal developed last year. 
International 03 companies reduced their move- 
ment of petroleum from high-cost areas first. Abu 
Dhabi was bit hard. 

Production of Abu Dhabi Petroleum Co., the 
largest producer here, fell from 1.6 million barrels 


a day last summer to 453,000 barrels a day in 
February. The government owns 60 per cent of 
the company; holding the rest is a consortium 
comprising British. Petroleum Co., RoyaJ Dutch/ 
Shell group, Cie Franchise des petroles, and. Near 
East Development Corp.. a joint venture of 
Exxon Corp. Mobil Oil Carp. 

Paced with production cuts by the companies, 
“we have adjusted prices to help them and have 
reached a production understanding with them," 
says Abdulla Ismail, a petroleum adviser. 

The price' reductions were effected mainly 
through the government's elimination of a 55- 
cent-a-barrel premium on low-sulfur oil. But 
Mr. TBrnnii says other moves bring the cot close 
to $1 a barrel. Previously, the highest-quality 
crude sold for $2130 a barrel. 

To battle the soaring cods offshore, Mr. Ismail 
adds, the principal producer there was allowed to 
pay the government within 75 days, rather than 
45 days, after the end. of the month in which oil 
is lifted. This “amounts to the equivalent of 10 
cents a barrel,” he explains. The company gains 
because it can earn interest on that money for an 
extra month. 

Tn response to the price concessions, the com- 
panies have nearly doubled production from the 
level of the February hold-down. Output is 
running at about 13 minion barrels a day, a bit 
below Abu Dhabi's official goal of 1.3 mi lli on 
barrels. 

The sheikhdom’s capacity is rated at 1.8 mil- 
lion barrels a day and . could easily be expanded 
—but the “oil companies are no longer Interested 
in making any new Investments in Abu Dhabi,” 
admits Man! Al-Otalba, minister of oil and 
mineral resources.

NO MORE SCHOOL 

By Howard S. Rowland. Dutton.- 296 pp.

T TOWARD ROWLAND" was dis- 
satisfied with what he felt 
was happening to his three chil- 
dren in a Westchester school. 
Adam, his 11 -year-old, was wholly 
caught up In the “grim business" 
of -getting good grades. Seth, his 
7-year-old. was "being systemati- 
cally restrained or squelched." 
Ariel, his 9-y ear-old daughter who 
was a braindamaged slow learner, 
was “singled . out as abnormal" 
and put into a school where she 
was given “mart: time activities” 
alternating with, “hammer-it-h cme 
academic drill-" 

In “No More School." Mr. 
Rowland said that he wanted hia 
children “to be free of TVs ac- 
quisttive tu-gmgs; of the aimless 
style-driven peer group, of the 
deluge of entertainments, diver- 
sions, . voluntary fads and in- 
terests; of the glut of sight, sound 
and taste- treats that leaves, chil- 
dren at 10 years of age jaded and 
cynical; of the gadgets, cars, 
games; of Little League; of after- 
school dubs; of an Infinitely 
fragmented, meandering, soured 
middle -class society." 

A high school English teacher 
himself. Mr. Rowland felt that 
he and his wife. Beatrice, a free- 
lance writer, could do a better 
job of teaching their children 
once they were no longer “under 
the influence" of -American so- 
ciety. Mr. Rowland had a year's 
sabbatical leave coming, so he 
took his wife ?n(i children to Eu- 
rope for a “family’s experiment 
in education. 1 ' “No More School” 
is a highly partisan account of 
that experiment. 

During their first four weeks 
abroad, the Rowlands simply 
drifted. It was a time the author 
describes as “a deep plunge into 
our sensory selves, a thorough 
. displacement of the old class- 
room attitudes and responses and 
a discovery of an infinit y of new 
possibilities, impressions, feel- 
ings . . ” “We tasted, touched, 
saw. heard and smelled again." 
The reader begins to wonder at 
the potency of the Westchester 
schools that had prevented them 
from doing all these things be- 
fore. 

A skeptic might ascribe the 
Rowlands* sensory rebirth not so 
much to their escape from stifling ' 
schools as to the fact that they 
were an vacation in foreign coun- 
tries. and people on vacation in 
foreign countries generally do 
taste, touch, see, hear and smeLL 
They . have been taught to do 
these - things when they are 
abroad just as they have been 
taught the three Rs in school 
After recovering their senses, 
the Rowlands rented a villa in 
La Herradma, a small, relatively 
undiscovered fishing village oh 
the Costa Brava. Here they had 
an unparalleled opportunity to 
watch a peasant woman bake 
bread; to try. unsuccessfully, to 
buy a goat from a goatherd who' 
subsequently shunned them; to 
“experience" a fisherman, “deaf

Dr. George Rosenkranz of Mex- 
ico. this year's Vanderbilt Cup 
winner, and his favorite partners 
use his Romex system, which in- 
cludes some unusual elements: 
one no-trump to show a strong 
unbalanced hand; two diamonds 
to show a strong balanced hand 
of 10-21 points, and two -clubs as 
a specialized forcing bid with 
some ingenious asking bid proce- 
dures. The fact that he does not 
use a standard strong, no-trump 
worked to his advantage on the 
diagramed deal. . 

When the opposing team held 
the North-South cards. South 
opened one no-trump wmi was 
raised to game. West led a 
heart to his partner’s king, and 
when the four was returned he 
allowed South to win with the 
jack. South cashed the ace of 
diamonds and finessed In that 
suit, going down immediately. A 
more subtle play that he might 
have considered was to cash two 
rounds of spades and lead a 
heart, giving West his heart 
tricks, bat keeping various op- 
tions open. 

In the replay. Rosenkranz open- 
ed one club, and his partner 
made a negative double of the 
one-heart overcaJL some experts 
play that this double promises 
four cards in spades but denies 
more. Rosenkranz ' and his part- 
ner play that the double denies 
four spades, . which is perhaps 
more -sensible.- It therefore prom- 
ises a moderate band with length 
. in diamonds, which is otherwise ' 
difficult to bid. 

When East raised ‘preemptive- 
ly to three hearts. South made, 
an imaginative bid of four spades. ' 
He hoped to flnd three spades abd 
ft singleton heart In the dummy- 
and. relied - on . his partner to 
took for a. miner-suit contract if 


he did not have three spades. 
This seemed the ideal moment to 
play a four- three fit: a strong 
four-card suit opposite a hand 
containing three-card support 
and a singleton. 

. The sequel proved the accuracy 
of this judgment In spite of the 
bad trump break, which might 
seem to herald defeat, South 
made an overtrick. After cach- 
ing the heart ace West shifted 
to the spade jack. South won 
with the queen and led the chib 
queen with a gratifying result: 
the king, ace and jack all ap- 
peared. 

It was then plain sailing. He 
continued with a club, which 
East ruffed. A trump was re- 
turned, and the . declarer won in 
his band and ruffed a -heart. He 
then came to his hand with the 
diamond ace, drew trumps and 
cashed his remaining clubs. As 
this happened to squeeze East 
in the red suits — he could hoc 
keep the heart king and the dia- 
mond guard— South l had XI tri*'

taking scale that 
Americans ' sup- 
ported him in im- 
perial style for 
25 years on Tai- 
wan after he had 
been driven out 
of China 
None of our 
chosen generals 
since has man- 
aged to score a defeat as over- 
whelming as Chiang’s, not- because 
they were incapable of it. but 
because none of the others has 
had as much to lose. 

Chiang’s defeat was so spec- 
tacular that for 20 years after- 
wards American politicians who 
ventured to criticize him risked 
dis- election by the American 
voter. Chlang was to defeat 
what Vince Lombardi was to vic- 
tory. The country honored him 
appropriately. Other defeated 
generals had to be content with 
Swiss bank accounts and Riviera 
villas, but Cliiang rated an entire 
island the size of a Central 
American dictatorship. 

This passion for defeatable 
generals has fired our foreign 
policy ever since. Many years ago. 
Sen. Tom ConnaUy. one of the 
lew who thought we had not had 
our money's worth from Chlang 
and was unafraid to say so, made 
a trenchant observation about 
him. The trouble with Generalis- 
simo Chlang Kai-shek, he said, 
was "not enough generating, and 
too much isstmcing.” 

X was reminded of this at the 
time of the generalissimo's death 
a few weeks back when his 
spiritual heir. Gen. Nguyen Van 
Thieu, was collapsing South Viet- 
nam without a battle fought. 
Thieu could issimo with the best 
of them, but his generaling was 
negligible. A day or so earlier, 
another military champion of 
ours. Gen. Lon Nol, had left his

ment we provide for our smaller - 
bore issimoers when their ruin 
is complete. 

How does the American gov- 
ernment come up with these 
losers? Does the State Depart- 
ment have scouts roaming the 
world looking for incompetent 
young generals who can be 
brought up in emergencies and 
guided to power in alien coun- 
tries where we want to achieve 
defeat? 

What we seem to want Is a 
man who can issimo In the best 
Chiang Kai-shek tradition, with- 
out exposing himself to the dan- 
ger of victory. Such men cannot 
be easy to find. There must be 
many highly competent generals 
around the world, and once In a 
while, I suppose, we wind up 
backing one of these. 

I think offhand of Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco, who made 
war successfully 40 years ago. 
though admittedly he needed 'the 
help of Hitler and Mussolini to 
win. 

Nevertheless, he has not only 
isshnoed like a master ever since, 
but has also maintained a reputa- 
tion for generating, and we have 
managed to live with him in 
spite of it. In South Korea we 
have General Chung Hee Park, 
who. as Robert Kennedy said 
when we decided to pronounce 
him an official U.S .-approved 
champion of democracy, "keeps 
his boots polished.” 

Even a general competent 
enough to keep his boots polished 
Is a reasonably good bet to end 
up in Zurich or St. Tropez, for 
generals, even good ones, almost 
always make defeatable politi- 
cians. 

As everybody who has done 
military duty knows, generals 
worry about all the wrong things. 
Things like shoeshines are more 
Important to generals than music. 
They get angry about haircuts. 
They like people to stand up 
straight when they enter the 
room. 

When a general wants you to 
go to church and you don’t want 
to go to church, he makes you 
stand rigidly In a group of 2,500 
men. all of whom are dressed 
identically, and then marches you 
to church anyhow. 

Naturally, generals don't like 
elections. You can’t blame them 
for that as long as they are 
generating, but when they are 
merely sitting: around the palace 
isslmolng it makes for con- 
siderable discontent. 

A person wearies of being is- 
simoed constantly, particularly 
when the Americans are telling 
him about the glories of freedom 
and democracy. The upshot of it 
will usually be another defeat 
for American foreign, policy. A 
sure-fire .system. We go abroad 
urging democracy and 'supporting 
issimoers. There is- no possible 
way to win. 

Of course, we load the dice a 
bit by picking issimoers who 
can’t general worth a good pla- 
toon sergeant when the inevitable 
shooting spreads. And afterward, 
we love those old generals who 
have gone off to defeat for us, 
trunks packed with the green 
blessings of Washington.

The Magic Effect 
Of the Equator on Aquavit 

By Jan Sjoby 

rf~vSLO i IHT j . — Th e line— or the Equator as landlubbers tend 
v to call it— has always held a special, if not magic, signifi- 
cance for men of the sea and Norwegian sailors are no excep- 
tion. 

But it may seem somewhat less fcfr*n rational in these 
supposedly rational days, for a captain of an Australia-bound 
modern cargo liner to fill a fair share of the lower depths of 
his cargo hold with oak barrels containing fi n est grade aquavit, 
in addition, of 'course, to his regular freight. The “regular" 
load is discharged in Australia where cargo is fairo" on and 
the ship returns to Norway with the aquavit barrels sttil intact 
in the lower regions of the hold. 

Irrational? Nol The “water of life” which ha s twice passed 
the Equator Is indeed the finest, most mellow aquavit to be 
found anywhere; it compares to other Scandinavian brands oi 
“burnt wine,” as a VSOP cognac to raw eau-de-vie. 

The history of this liquid dates batik to the days when 
Norwegian East Indiana en. Cape Homers and Antarctic whalers 
would expect to spend a year or two or more before seeing 
their Jagged, fjord -country coastline again, in addition to the 
outbound cargo, ample provisions— salt herring, dried cod and 
smoked meat— were naturally taken on but, most important, an 
impressive quantity of barrels of aquavit intended to last until 
the last day of the last leg of the long voyage home. 

Edibles and fresh water could always be obtained in ports 
of call, but aquavit, the - national beverage of Norwegians as 
well as other Scandinavians, and consid ered to health, 

happiness and herring, was not to be found in those days 
beyono the Skagerrak. 

Became Mellower 

The captains and the crews soon discovered that their 
boofce — quite potable already at the time of cast-off— became 
considerably mellower once the magic Line tLinie in Norwegian i 
had been crossed. Alter a second, homebotznd, Line passage, 
the aquavit became sheer nectar. 

Theories were advanced as to why: One school of thought 
(seamen are traditionally a superstitious loti credited Neptune 
and his mermaids who reportedly dwell In the depths beneath 
the Line, with the miraculous changes in the contents of the 
barrels. 

Others held that it was the gradual changes in temperature 
from boreal chill to tropical heat and back to the boreal that 
did the trick along with the presence of salty sea air. Others 
thought that it was the steadily gentle (and sometimes not-so- 
gentle) rolling of the ship that brought about the remarkable 
improvement. 

Modern scholars tend to disregard Neptune and his en- 
tourage but they believe that it is a combination of the latter 
hypotheses that is responsible for the change in quality. 

The sailing ships are all but gone but Iinie Aquavit still 
exists,. carried in barrels over the keels of the cargo liners of 
the century-old Wllbelmsen Line, plying on regular schedules 
between Norway and Australia. 

Slate Monopoly 

There are several legal distilleries (in addition to an esti- 
mated 60-10,000 moonshine stills) in Norway, the former, since 
1927, operated by Vinmonopolet. a state monopoly controlling 
the production, import and export of wines and spirits. Best 
known are Lysholm's in Trondheim and Ltil ten's in Oslo, and 



it is only the very best of their production that Is sent across 
the Line, becoming Linle Aquavit. 

“There is a slight difference between Lysholm’s and 
Loiten’s Linle,” explained Gunnar Sa&stad of the Wine and 
Liquor Monopoly. “Lysholm has been termed by international 
tasters as ’light and elegant. 1 Ldlten is considered Tjeavy,’ 
with a slight sweet touch to it. Both brands contain the same 
degree of alcohol, 41.5 per cent. 

"Lysfaolm Linle contains no sugar,” Mr. Saastad continued, 
"making it an acceptable drink even for a diabetic.” 

Norwegian aquavit is based on distilled potato mash, softly 
flavored, primarily with caraway. Other spices may be added 
but each distiller (legal or not) keeps his processing procedures 
a Jealously guarded secret. The raw spirits are matised in 
second-hand, oak sherry barrels, the wood generally being care- 
fully selected New Orleans oak or American white oak, at 
least by the legal distilleries. 

Finest Potatoes 

"It should be added that our [legal] Norwegian aquavit is 
made from the finest potatoes available,” said Wenja Paaske, 
press officer with the National Export Council of Norway,, "and 
that our caraway is a specially cultivated native subspecies, 
quite different from the regular Canon carol found In other 
ends of the world." 

Most famous of the Llnle’s was the World War H “Double 
Lurie." 

It appears that it was shipped aboard the M/S Tudor 
from Oslo, in December. 1938, and arrived In Melbourne, via 
the Cape, in February, 1940. The ship went on to Fort Said 
where the aquavit was stored until November, 1641, when 
bombs began to fall over that city. The barrels where removed 
to Suez and sent from there, in December, 1941, to Fremantle, 
Australia, aboard the Troja. In February, 1942, the Tijuca 
brought it around the Cape to Bristol where it arrived in May, 
1942. luckily staying cleat of German bombs, artillery shells 
and U-boat torpedoes. 


The Export 

It used to be that Linle— of the Lyfcholm or Ltiltea varieties 
—was available only to Norwegians, and then only as & Sunday 
treat. 

“That has changed,” said Mis. Paaske. “We produce now 
annually same 800,000 liters. 1 Most of It we gulp down ourselves 
but 160,000 liters are exported to more than 50 countries, the 
major takers bring Denmark, Sweden, Germany and the United 
States.” 

A visitor to the Nordic countries is generally and emphati- 
cally told that aquavit— indispensable with the smorgasbord— 
is taken chilled in small glasses and gulped down with the 
pickled herring which invariably opens a Scandinavian mcaL 
Before gulping, you pronounce the magic word skoal, keeping 
the glare at the point where the third button would have been 
if you had been an army officer In a pare- World War I tunic. 

You stare your s ka a llng partner for partners) straight In 
the eye (eyes), sweep the stuff, return the glass to the third 
button, stare again and put It down, ceremoniously. The 
intake of aquavit in Scandinavia is serious and the dram must 
not be sipped. 

This writer tends to agree with the traditionalists, as far 
as regular aquavit is concerned- But he disagrees when it 
comes to Linle, whether of the Lyshohn or Ldlten varieties. 
Liquids of that quality can and ought to be tipped, same as a 
fine cognac
